Claim 1 is divided into two parts with regard to the disclosure of WO-A-98/20 832 
(D1). The problem raised by this prior art is specified in paragraph (0004) of the 
description and the solution is given by the adapter as mainly claimed in claim 1 . 
Said solution consists mainly of the use of a take-out valve in the flow direction of 
the adapter, said valve being normally closed and being controlled by means in 
the liquid demanding device connected to the adapter by a connecting port. This 
solution is neither disclosed nor obvious for a skilled man knowing the documents 
cited in the search report. The document US-A-5 431 205 (D2) does not disclose 
an adapter as claimed in claim 1 of the application, but a first element connected 
to a container C and a second element connected to a bottle B, both elements 
cooperating together to allow the passage of the liquid from the bottle B to the 
container C. The other cited documents are less relevant. 

The claims 1-15 therefore present a new and inventive subject-matter.
